—Attention ol the imoorters is invited to the import policy 
for Polystyrene (S. No. 113-C/V) and Polyethvlene (S. No. 113-J/V) in Section II 
of the current Red Book,

15th August, 1960, 

3. It has also been decided that Small Scale Industries may submit the applica¬ 
tions for grant of essentiality certificates for Ibc said two items to the State 
Directors of Industries upto the 15th July I960.
